Two Negroes Armed With 
Rusty Revolvers Rob 
Welfare Loan Co. in Am- 
bassador Building. 


Two young Negroes, armed with 
rusty revolvers, held up the offices 
of the Welfare Loan Co., on the 
ninth floor of the Ambassador 
Building, at 2:45 this afternoon, 
looted a cash drawer of $2000 in 
currency and escaped. 


The two Negroes, well dressed, 
opened the door leading into the 
offices from the. corridors, and 
took up a position outside the 
glassed “pay desk"’ compartment. 
One of them suddenly stepped back 
of the compartment and leveled sais 
revolver at John Parker, the main- 
ager, two young women employ2s 
and the bookkeeper. 

“Hands up and turn your heads 
to that wall,” said the Negro, 
“Quick.” 

All four stood up from 
desks and faced the wall, their 
hands aloft. The second Negro, 
meanwhile, stood in another door- 
way and kept his revolver trained 
on the office force. His companion 
stepped to the safe, pulled out the 
cash drawer and scooped out hand- 
fuls of currency. 

When the Negroes had (fled 
down the corridor and apparently 
had taken an elevator to the ground 
floor, none of the office force pur- 
sued. Parker, the manager, .m- 
mediately called police headquar- 
ters, and the emergency squad sped 
for the building.

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 11.—Evi- 
dence that Clinton S. Carnes, miss- 
ing treasurer of the Southern Bap- 
tist Home Mission Board, spon- 


fZored the moving picture careers 
of two giris while a $1,000,000 
Shortage accumulated in his ac- 
counts was ready for submission 
today to a grand jury investigating 
Carnes’ affairs. 

Thomas B. Scott, receiver for 
Carnes’ properties, announced yes- 
terday that not only had Carnes 
kept an accurate record of his 
patronage, but that there was 
found in his private papers a con- 
tract between him and the young 
women, This agreement, Scott 
said, provided that Carnes was to 
receive a part of the earnings of 
Miss Sonia Nordlie and Miss Lojs 
Griffin. The contract was made 
through Mrs. Louise Pope, former- 
ly of Atlanta. 

The receiver said he was told 
the girls were with Mrs. Pope in 
Hollywood, attending a school for 
motion picture actresses. In re- 
sponse to appeals from Mrs. Pope 
for funds, Scott said he had wired 
her that Carnes had disappeared, 
and that no more money would be 
forthcoming. 

Scott's inspection showed. that 
Carnes had invested nearly $12,000 
in the talent of the two girls in 22 
months, Miss Nordlie having re- 
ceived $3721, Miss Griffin $5138 
and Mrs. Pope $3044. 

While the Home Mission Board 
was preparing to show a grand 
jury that Carnes kept peculations 
over a period of years secret from 
church officers and auditors, the 
United States Fidelity & Bonding 
Co. of Baltimore started a nation- 


wide search for him, backed by a 
reward. 


Woman Says She and Ward Got 
Little Money from Carnes. 

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 11.—Two 
spots in Hollywood were under po- 
lice surveillance today in the sup- 
position that one might be the hid- 
ing place of Clinton S. Carnes of 
Atlanta, Ga. 

The police watch was set, after 
the officers had questioned Mrs, 
Louise Pope, and her ‘‘ward,” Miss 
Sonia Nordlie, whose attempt. to 
enter the films under the name cf 
Sonia Nordia admittedly was fi- 
nanced by the Mission board 
{reasurer. 

Highly nervous and apparently 
on the verge of hysteria, the iwo 
forn:er Atlanta women told of the 
contract whereby Carnes had 
agreed to finance the Hollywood 
venture. Mrs. Pope denied knowing 
anything about a similar financia? 
arrangement in the case of a Lois 
Griffin to whom Carnes accouni 
showed he had sent money. 

“You’re on the wrongs track, 
anyhow,” said Mrs. Pope to news- 
papermen “the surface hasn't been 
scratched in this mess. Don’t waste 
your time with Sonia and me. We 
never got any of the money. Look 
somewhere else and don’t be sur- 
prised at what you find.” 

Miss Nordlie wept as she said 
she thought Carnes was “one cf 
the finest men I ever met.” 

“I met him through Mrs. Pope,” 
she said. “I was eager to try to get 
into the movies and he agreed to 
finance me on a strictly busines: 
basis. So we made the contract and 
I came to Hollywood. 

“Whenever I needed money TI Iet 
him Know and he always sent it. I 
don’t Know what I'll do now.” 

The women refused to say how 
much money Carnes had sent 
them. Confronted by figures which 
the missing treasurer’s accourits 
showed he had sent them, Mrs. 
Pope said: *‘He sent her precious 
little money. I'd hate to tell vou 
how much of my own money I 
have advanced to keep her going”

a native of Norway. She is study- 
ine dramatic art, but her actual 
film experience has been confned 
to a few minor roles and “extra” 
parts.

The split occurred when Rich- 
ard T. Fleming of Houston, retir- 
ing secretary of the State Execu- 
tive Committee, read a report in 
which he requested that the anti- 
Smith delegates from Dallas, Tuar- 
rant, Harris, Bosque, Palo Pinto 
and Stephens Counties be left off 
the convention roster. 

Former Gov. Oscar B. Colquitt 
of Dallas sprang to his feet shout- 
ing: ‘‘Let all good Democrats re- 
tire.” 

Confusion in Auditoriuin. 

Immediately there was confu- 


sion. ‘Throughout the audttor-um 
anti-Smith delegates arose and held 
banners aloft. Some of thein t‘ad: 


“All women are (for Hoover,”

Police today began the rigid en- 
forcement of that clause of a new 
traffic ordinance which forbids 
stopping or parking on a cross- 
walks or within an intersecting 
that has been set with metal mark- 
ers, 

Among hundreds receiving a 
Traffic Violations Bureau summons 
was Circuit Attorney Howard Side.- 
ner, who got his ticket at 1:10 p. 
m., at Twelfth and Olive streets, 
when on the way to his office on 
his return from a Wisconsin fishing 
trip. 

Shortly after getting his ticket 
from Traffic Policeman Barry Mc- 
Carthy, and signing it, the Circuit 
Attorney visited nis office only for 
a few minutes, departing before 
reporters could question him 
about his failure to cadse the ar- 
rest of Roy C. Toombs of Chicago, 
president of the 'nternational Life 
Insurance Co., for whom he vwb- 
tained an extradition warrant 22 
days ago on charges of grand Jar- 
ceny and issuing fake stock certirfi- 
cates, growing out of his removal 
of $3,500,000 of assets, thus wreck- 
ing the company. 

As told yesterday, a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter at Chicago ascer- 
tained that Toombs could be ar- 
rested at any hour at Sidener’s di- 
rection, as there is no court order 
forbidding such a tsep, and that 
Toombs is under no surveillance by 
law officers. Sidener left St. Louis 
19 days ago, announcing he was 
going to Chicago to “get Toombs.” 

Pedestrians Cheer Officers, 

At 34 marked street intersections 
from two to eight policemen were 
stationed and Police Court ‘“‘ticl.- 
ets” were distributed liberally. 

At Twelfth boulevard and Olive 
street, one of the busiest of the 
marked intersections, more than 
100 spectators gathered to watch 
the operations of eight patrolmen 
and a sergeant.

Pedestri- 
ans watched eagerly each stream 
of traffic, waiting for an unwitting 
driver to cross the line and cheer- 
ing when the ticket was delivered. 
A city detective, Arthur Wander, 
in an unmarked department car, 
was one of those to gét a ticket. 


Police Capt. Goodin, exp!nain- 
ing the failure of the  de- 
partment to make ae defmite 
advance announcement, said the 
motorists had had sufficient 
time to familiarize themselves 
With the ordinance since it was 


approved July 7. Out-state drivers 
and those who showed a disposi- 
tion to back up quickly were ict 
off with a reprimand. 

Other sections of the ordinance, 
which are being held up pending 
the completion of road markings, 
forbid parking between a_ safety 
zone and the adjacent curb, within 
25 feet of an intersection, within 
15 feet of the driveway of an en- 
gine house, in front of a private 
driveway or alley, in a bus stop, or 
within 35 feet of an automatic sig- 
nal or stop sign. Sections forbid- 
ding parking within 15 feet of a 
fire plug, within six feet of a mail 
box or on a sidewalk are being en- 
forced, markers being required un- 
der the ordinance for the enforce- 
ment of the other sections. 

$3 Fines for First Offense. 

The penalty provided for viola- 
tion of any section of the ordinance 
is a fine of from $5 to $509. _ It 
was announced that first offenders 
who wished to plead guilty at the 
Traffic Bureau would be let off 
with a $3 fine.

PADLOCK ORDERS WITHOUT 
TRIAL ILLEGAL, JUDGE RULES 


Temporary Injunctions Closing 
New York Night Club Bars 
Are Modified. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—Federal 
Judge Thomas D. Thacher today 
declared illegal temporary padlock 
orders obtained against severark 
night clubs and directed that the 
injunctions be modified by excision 
of the clause of padlocking bars 
and barrooms in _ resorts which 
have not yet been brought to trial 
on padlock proceedings. 

“To my mind.” said Judge 
Thacher, ‘‘this practice of depriv- 
ing people of their property or the 
use of their property without a 
trial is shocking.” 

Temporary injunctions were is- 
sued against 26 night clubs after 
prohibition agents had conducted 
a series of raids in June and July. 
Most of the clubs were subjected 
to “partial padlocking” under the 
injunctions. Counsel for the de- 
fendant resorts served upon Assist- 
ant United States Attorney Robert 
B Watts an order to show cause 
why the injunctions should not be 
vacated on the ground that the 
clubs had not had their day in 
court.

PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 11.—By 
the largest majority ever given a 
gubernatorial candidate in Maine, 
the original dry State, Wil-, 
liam Tudor Gardiner, Republi- 
can, was swept into the Governor- 
ship yesterday over his Demo- 
cratic opponent, Edward C. Moran 
Jr. Virtually complete returns in 
yesterday's election gave Gardiner 
a lead of more than 79,000 over 
Moran. 

Senator Fredick Hale, seeking 
bis third term at Washington, was 
elected over Herbert E. Holmes, 
Democrat, by a majority almost as 
large. 

Gardiner’s sweeping victory ex- 
ceeded that of the previous high 
majority in a gubernatorial race 
by more than 14,000. In 1920 the 
Republican margin was 65,346. In 
the presidential election of 1924, 
President Coolidge carried . the 
State by a plurality of 96,476 over 
John W. Davis and by a majority 
of 85,004 over the combined vote 
of Davis and La Follette. In 1926 
the Democrats for Governor polled 
80,748 votes and the Republicans 
100,776. 

The Republican victory was de- 
cisive in every contest, the party’s 
congressional candidates winning 
by even greater majorities than the 
cubernatorial candidate. 

The vote from 603 out of 633 
precincts was:

ABOARD PRESIDENT'S SPE- 
CIAL TRAIN, En Route to Wash- 
ington, Sept. 11.—Leaving Chicago 
well behind him on his way back 
to Washington after a_ three 
months’ vacation in Wisconsin, 
President Coolidge had half com- 
pleted his journey home today be- 
fore the afternoon hours came, 

Arising early this morning, the 
Chief Executive immediately in- 
quired whether any papers had 
been placed on the train which 
carried information regarding the 
results in the Maine elections yes- 
terday. 

A study of these carried him as 
far as Chicago where his special) 
train arrived about 8:30 this morn- 
ing and whence it departed about 
an hour later on its way through 
Indiana. 

Crowds Greet Train. 

Although the usual precautions 
had been taken to keep the itiner- 
ary of the presidential train secret 
for reasons of safety, crowds were 


at hand everywhere the train 
stopped. 
In the Chicago railroad yards 


where the train was shifted re- 
peatedly, crowds, mostly yard 
workers, gathered to cheer Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Coolidge, urging 
them to come out on the observa- 
tion platform. At the California 
avenue yards a larger crowd clam- 


ored for their appearance and 
President Coolidge finally ap- 
peared. 


The President and Mrs. Coolidge 
stood on the end of the train and 
smiled and waved their hands. In 
the group beneath the platform 
were many Negro youngsters from 
@ nearby school, who grinned with 
delight when Mrs. Coolidge came 
out on the platform with tiny Tim, 
the White House chow. 

Rob Roy, the President’s pet 
collie, was not so tractable and the 
children were particularly gleeful 
when Mr. Coolidge lifted the strug- 
sling dog to the car railing and 
made him face the flashlights of 
the cameramen. Neither the Pres- 
ident nor Mrs. Coolidge spoke to 


During the train's brief pause 
here the chief executive had an 
opportunity for a chat with Repre- 
sentative Walter Newton of Minne- 
sota, chairman of the Republican 
Campaign Speakers' Bureau, and 
James W. Good of Chicago, West- 
ern campaign manager, who board- 
ed the train during the switching 
operations. 

Accompanied by Mrs. Coolidge 
and traveling on a special train, 
the President left Superior yester- 
day amid popular demonstrations 
Of sympathy and regret over his 
departure. 

He will arrive tomorrow in 
Washington where he plans to stay 
only a short time before taking a 
brief trip to his native State of 
Vermont. Before departing on his 
second journey. Mr. Coolidge will 
consult with Cabinet officers and 
acquaint himself thoroughly with 
developments in his administration 
since his departure from the cap- 
ital last June. 

Before leaving Superior vyester- 
day President Coolidge testified to 
the pleasures and benefits which 
the last three months have heaped 
on him and Mrs. Coolidge. Ad- 
dressing extemporaneéously a large 
crowd, which despite rain and a 
northeastern wind off Lake Su- 
perior had gathered outside’ the 
summer executive offices to bid 
him farewell, the chief executive 
expressed a desire to return to the 
head of the lakes another time. 

“fs have had an opportunity to 
sce something more of this locality 
and this region than I have had in 
the past,” Mr. Coolidge said. “Tt 
is a vigorous, enterprising, frow- 
ing region and you may well be 
proud of it. You have accomplished 
a development in 40 or 50 years 
that others have taken centuries 
of effort to accomplish. It is great 
satisfaction to me as President of 
the United States to see a wo- 
derful development of that kind 
and realize that this great fleur- 
ishing enipire is a part of the 
United States.” 

Mr. Coolidge's audience inter- 
repeatedly with ap- 
plause and cheering, especially 
when he thanked them for their 
efforts in making his summer 
pleasant.

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HAY OPENS DEMOCRATIC 
STATE CAMPAIGN, ASSAILING 
HOOVER AND G., 0. P. FRAUDS 


Senate Nominee, Indorsing Most of Gov. 
Smith’s Policies, Says Farm Relief Is 
Biggest Issue in Missouri.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 11.— 
The Democratic campaign in Mis- 
souri formally was opened toduy 
by Charles M. Hay, nominee for 
United States Senator, in a speech 
before the Democratic candidates’ 
platform convention, in which he 
brought forward as the chief cam- 
paign issues relief for agriculture. 
preservation of the waterpower 
rights, supervision of public utili- 
ties in the public interest, honestv 
in government, law enforcement 
and religious tolerance. 

Hay unqualifiedly indorsed al! 
the announced policies of Gov. 
Smith, nominee for the presidency, 
except on prohibition and immi- 
gration. He stated his difference 
with Smith on prohibition but did 
not give his own views on immi- 


gration. He said he considered pro.- 


hibition a settled policy of the 
country, that he did not believe 
Congress would change the law to 
meet Smith's views and pleaded 
with the mass of the voters not to 
be blinded to a great service, he 
said, Smith. would perform for 
them by a fear that Smith could ac. 
complish repeal of prohibition. 

He began his speech with a sum- 
mary of the Democratic national 
platform, which he approved as 
one of high purposes and he con- 


cluded with a plea for religious tol-. 


erance “‘in the faith that the re- 
sult of this election will settle once 
and forever the question of relig- 
ious tolerance in America.” Hay’s 
Summary of the purposes of the 
national platform of the party in- 
cluded the sentence: “To wrest 
eontrol of the Government from a 
leadership that is either corrupt, 
or indifferent toward or silent 
about corruption, and set up a 
Government honest to the core.” 
Assails Hoover for G. O. P. Frauds 

Considering honesty in govern- 
ment first, hay recited the history 
of the Teapot Dome and other 
Scandals in the administration in 
the last seven years, connected 
them witk the Republican Organi- 
zation through the _ activities of 
Will Hays, former chairman of the 
Rerublican National Committee, 
and charged to Hoover, the Repub- 
lican presidential nominee, a re- 
sponsibility us -~ member of the 
President’s' Cabinet. 

“The indictment we draw against 
the party in power,” Hay said, “‘is 
that it has thought and acted in 
terms of special interest and 
Eroups instead of the common 
mass. It has, indeed, fallen under 
the domination and mastery of 
these interests and forces which 
have sought to pervert the power 
of government to the service of 
their own selfish ends.” Challeng- 
ing the Republicans to point to 
any word or action on the part of 
Secretarw Hoover, President Coo}- 
idge or Secretary Mellon, in aid of 
disclosure of frauds or prosecu- 
tion of the guilty, Hay directly at- 
tacked Hoover, reviewing the evi- 
dence before the Senate Investiga- 
ting Committee on the Birch 
Helms telegram to Hoover, direct- 
ing Hoover's attention to the Tea- 
pot Dome matter and Hoover's ac- 
tion in referring the telegram to 
Secretary Fall, with a memo to 
the effect that he would make any 
reply Fall suggested. 

“With the story of Teapot Dome, 
Elk Hills, Continental Trading Co., 
Will Hays, Doheny, Sinclair, 
Forbes, Miller, Denby, Fall, Daugh- 
erty, fresh in the minds of a 
wronged and outraged people,” 
Hay said, “Mr. Hoover, without 
explanation or apology, dares to 
stand before the Americai people, 
enveloped in the blushing flowers 
of the Pacific Coast, and say: “The 


record of these seven and one-half |

years constituted a period of 
courage in leadership and con- 
constructive action. Never has a 
political party been able to look 
back upon a similar period with 
more satisfaction.’ I wonder if. 
when these words fell from his 
lips, the roses in the enveloping 
wilderness of flowers did not blush 
to a deeper crimson and the for- 
get-me-nots hang their heads for 
very shame.” 


Republican Failure on Farm Aid. 


nearly eight years of control of the 
Government, while agriculture was 
suffering, had had full opportunity 
to put into effect any plan they 
might have wished, Hay told o* 
the McNary-Haugen bill having 
been passed twice by Congress only 
to be vetoed by President Coolidge. 
“Herbert Hoover, who was re- 
cently nominated at Kansas City by 
the convention. that kicked the 
farmers out,” Hay said, “that voted 
down their plank on agriculture 
and then indorsed the President's 
veto of the farm bill. now proposes 
a plan of farm relief that is totally 
inadequate and has been publicly 
denounced by the Corn Belt Com- 
mittee, representing 42 organiza- 
tions and 3,000,900 farmers.” 
Asserting that the Democratic 
party proposes action for inaction. 
and friendliness for hostility, Hay 
outlined the party’s national plat- 
form pledge to the farmers. 
Reiterates Prohibition Stand. 
Reaching the subject of prohibi- 
tion, Hay said: “The people ef 


this State know the difference of 
view between Gov. Smith and my- 
self on the prohibition policy. They 
know that he (favors’” certain 
changes in that policy, both as re- 
spects the eighteenth amendment 
and the enforcement act. They 
know also that I do not favor these 
changes. I said in-my primary 
campaign that I considered prohi- 
bition established as a permanent 
policy of this Republic and I say 
so now. In my judgment, the 
changes which Gov. Smith says he 
will recommend, if elected, will 
not be made by the Congress and 
the people. Believing that, and be- 
lieving also that Gov. Smith, if 
elected, will favor the extension of 
sound governmental aid to agricul- 
ture and that his opponent will not 
favor sound agricultural relief, I 
would count myself untrue to the 
industry that nurtured me in child- 
hood and untrue to the people of 
Missouri, whose welfare vitally de- 
pends upon that industry, if I do 
not loyally and zealously support 
him and the Democratic program. 

“It will be nothing short of tragic 
if the farmers of America allow 
themselves to be confused and fail 
to support a party and leadership 
committed to sound farm relief. 
This is the biggest issue before the 
people of Missouri and it is the 
issue upon which their votes should 
be cast. Not only Democrats, but 
the people of Missouri, as a whole, 
should ally in this fight.’’ 

For Waterway Development. 


He advocated the utmost dili-

Hay stressed the importance of 
this question in Missouri. “‘We have 
vast waterpower—much of it cil- 
ready taken over by power com- 
panies, some of it still under State 
control,” he said.

Debt to Ex-Soldiers. 

In addressing the group of for- 
mer servicemen, which included of- 
ficers of various veterans’ organi- 
zations, the nominee spoke of the 
expenditures of the Government in 
providing pensions and compensa- 
tion to veterans. 

“] believe all of America recog- 
nizes our national obligation to our 
veterans,” he said. “The country 
today is providing pensions and 
compensation to 835,292 men and 
women, with insurance and  ad- 
justed c ompensation to over 4,- 
000,000 more. The total expendi- 
tures of the Government in this, 
direction now exceed $576, 943,000 
annually, and represent the one 
important division of the Govern- 
ment where the policy has been 
justifiably increased rather than to 
reduce expenditures.

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OUR ROTTEN BOROUGH SYSTEM. 


One subject which might well have claimed the 
attention of Messrs. Hoover and Smith, but which 
was omitted entirely from their acceptance speeches, 
is that of reapportionment. The Constitution of the 
United States says: | 

Representatives and direct taxes shall be 
apportioned among the several states .. .ac- 
cording to their respective numbers. ... The 
actual enumeration shall be made within three 
years after the first meeting of the Congress of 
the United States, and within every subsequent 
term of 10 years. ... 


The last reapportionment was made in 1911 on the 


cennial period since 1792. Since the 1920 census, 
however, Congress has failed and refused to fulfill 
this duty placed upon it by the Constitution. It is 
true several attempts to do so have been made, but 
they have all been abortive. After first declining to 
take leadership, claiming that reapportionment was 
the business of Congress, President Ceolidge in Jan- 
uary, 1927, suggested the enactment of a new appor- 
tionment bill to the Sixty-ninth Congress, but the 


to act. 

The result is that we have a condition in the Unit- 
ed States similar to the old rotten borough system 
in England. Since 1911 the population has increased 
by nearly 30 per cent, and this growth has been un- 
evenly distributed. Some states have grown rapidly, 
others have actually lost population. There has been 
a vast movement from country to city districts, and 
the 1920 census showed that for the first time in our 
history the urban districts have a majority of our 
population. On population estimates for July, 1927, 
Vermont, which has lost population since 1910, has 2.6 
times as much representation as Arizona, whose pop- 
ulation has increased 150 per cent since 1911. Maine, 
whose population has remained practically un- 
changed, enjoys 2.2 times as much representation as 
California, which has grown 100 per cent since the 
last apportionment was made. 

Detroit has grown from 465,000 in 1910 to 1,290,000 
in 1926; Los Angeles from 319,000 in 1910 to 1,211, 
000 in 1926. Under a reapportionment these cities 
would each gain two Representatives. If reapportion- 
ment is delayed until 1930, as seems very likely, and 
membership of the House is restricted to its present 
total of 435, 30 states would be affected. According 
to population estimates for 1927 the following states 
are under-represented and are entitled to one or more 
new members of Congress:

Oklahoma 
Oregon 

North Carolina 

The inwardness of the failure to reapportion lies 
in the old clash of interest between city and coun- 
try. Congress is dominated by the rural element— 
it was the agricultural bloc in the Senate that killed 
the House bill for reapportionment passed by the 
House in January, 1921—and it is loath to relinquish 
power so long enjoyed. It is patent to rural édegis- 
lators that, with the tide from country to city dis 
closed by the 1920 census, city representation would 
be substantially increased, and with that increase 
would go a new trend in legislation. 

That is a reason for Congress’ failure, but it is not 
an excuse. No possible excuse can be made for not obey- 
ing the constitutional mandate for equal representa- 
tion, although there are in Congress certain constitu- 
tional “experts” who deny that the constitutional pro 
vision is a mandate. It may yet be necessary for 
the courts to set these “experts” right. In the mean- 
time, we are rapidly approaching such a condition as 
was rooted out of England by the great reform bill of 
1832. 

It would be interesting to know what the two can- 
didates for President think about reapportionment, 
since it may become necessary for the next President 
to whip Congress into action on this subject.

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WANTED: A BETTER TRAFFIC SYSTEM. 

There is a pronounced and growing attitude of dis- 
satisfaction on the part of the public toward the 
methods employed to control traffic in St. Louis. 
However well intended, those methods have not been 
effective either Im relieving congestion or in reduc 
ing the number of accidents. Notwithstanding the 
enormous sums spent in street widening and despite 
the establishment of additional regulations, every 
morning and afternoon witnesses the same old traffic 
jam, and every week sees an increase in the motor 
death rate. 

Our traffic authorities have proceeded thus far 
on the theory that speed is the principal cause of ac- 
cidents. Not only is this not supported by statistics, 
but numerous surveys elsewhere have resulted in 
the conclusion that the chief cause of accidents is not 
speed, but congestion. 
the world have no fixed speed limits. 
fense is reckless driving, which is determined, of 
course, by the particular conditions. In this city the 
legal limit is 25 miles an hour. Yet it must be ob- 
vious that 30 miles an hour on Lindell is far safer 
than 20 miles an hour at Seventh and Olive. More- 
over, it is plain that a speed of 30 miles an hour at 
3 in the morning is safer than 25. miles an hour at 
3 in the afternoon. 

The attitude of the police is a source of constant 
complaint. Visitors often get the impression that a 
bitter feud exists between the St. Louis police and 
the public. Of course, there are exceptions, but the 
spectacle of a traffic officer abandoning a busy cor- 
ner to chaos while he spends several minutes in 
“bawling out” a lone motorist for some petty infrac- 
tion is too common. The methods and manners of 
the motor cycle squad are even more objectionable. 
Some of them seem to labor under the impression 
that they are engaged in a schoolboy game, the object 
of which is to catch as many as possible of the other 
side. All sorts of ambushes and artifices are devised 
toward that end, and not infrequently the victims are 
treated to the ignominy of captives.- 

Traffic authorities are to be commended for their 
efforts to promote safety. But regulations which 
produce unnecessary congestion defeat their own pur- 
pose, since congestion produces accidents. Traffic 
on the boulevards should be expedited to the limit 
consistent with safe driving. Stops not warranted 
by the volume of traffic should be eliminated. Traf- 
fic police should be taught that their duty is to help, 
not heckle, the public. What is needed, above all, is 
a unified and harmonious system of control, based on 
a complete survey of the whole city. In this connec- 
tion, our traffic experts might profit by a study of 
the systems employed on Michigan boulevard in Chi- 
cago, Woodward avenue in Detroit and Cedar street | 
in Cleveland.

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A GREAT PITCHER GONE. 

Urban Shocker, said by Harry Heilmann to have 
been the greatest right-handed pitcher of our time, is 
dead at 36. Shocker was for seven years pitching ace 
of the St. Louis Browns, and in 1921 he won 27 
games. The next year, when the Browns lost the pen- 
nant by half a game, he won 24 games and allowed 
only 2.37 earned runs per nine-inning contest. There 
is not a St. Louis pitcher who would not like to have 
that record this year. Shocker never fell under a 500 
percentage as a major league pitcher, and he was 
for three years after he left the Browns one of that 
galaxy of stars which made champions of the New 
Terk Yankees. 

@nly a great batter like Heilmann could know the 
secret of so fine a career in the box as Shocker had. 
Heilmann says it was the courage, calm and intelli- 
gence which Shocker brought to his work. He knew 
that craft and not strength was what won baseball 
games. Shocker therefore perfected a variety of 
speeds, and in a crisis his unruffled temperament per- 
mitted him to use these with tremendous success. He 
was not, perhaps, as great a pitcher as Heilmann 
thinks. Certainly lovers of the game would not rate 
him above such great right-handers as Mathewasn | 
and Alexander. As a spitball pitcher he was hardly 
so good as Ed Walsh. But he was a great pitcher, 
and ft is a pity that at the height of his career the

They had clearly violated their oath not to 
communicate with the enemy, and their stunt had 
been distinctly of the runaway type.

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ST. LOUIS AND AIR TRAVEL.

NY informed person is aware that 
A tnere are thousands of so-called “speak- 

easies” in Iowa There is scarcely an 
incorporated town in the State which does 
not have one or more places in which illicit 
liquor can be purchased at “bootleg” prices. 
Des Moines has its share of such places and 
so has Sioux City. It could not be ‘ar 
wrong, just on a rough guess, to state that 
the principal cities of lowa in proportion 
to population have about as many illicit 
liquor joints as New York City. 

These Iowa conditions are not matters 
for pride or boasting, manifestly, but they 
should suggest a certain amount of ‘4u- 
mility as to criticising the Nation’s metrop- 
olis on this patticula¥ subject. There is little 
disposition, here in Iowa, to held ithe 
State Governor responsible for the con- 
ditions cOmmonly known to exist. It is as- 
sumed that he expects the duly constitut:d 
authorities to perform their duties and may 
even believe that they are doing so. It is 
not humanly possible for the Governor of 
any. State to give persona! attention to suca 
details, even if his office involved police 
jurisdiction over the various municipali- 
ties. 

Taking it for granted that Cartoonist 
“Ding” has average knowledge as to con- 
ditions in Iowa, it is rather surprising to 
see him treat the “speakeasy” as peculiir 
to New York City, and as reflecting on New

York’s Governor. Do the “speakéasies” in 
Des Moines reflect on Iowa's Governor? 
Do the “speakeasies” in Chicago reflect oa 
the Republican Governor of Illinois? Do 
the “speakeasies” in Omaha reflect on the 
Republican Governor of Nebraska? There 
illicit liquer joints exist in alk of the Mii- 
die Western States. Informal testimony 
during the Republican National Conven- 
tion reported hundreds of them in Kansas 
City. 

Those who have a desire to be either 
practical or henest toward the probiem 
of illicit liquor in this country make ao 
pretense that the problem is confined to 
New York or New York State. As a he- 
liever in the ultimate benefits of prohibi- 
tion. if properly administered, this news- 
paper is firmly convinced that the friends 
of the cause need to be doth practical and 
honest. Nothing is to be gained, certainly, 
from deliberate blindness toward actual 
conditions or through trying ‘to .ocaiize 
abuses which plainly are national in scope. 

There is not as much liquor consumed 
in the United States now as before prehi- 
bition. aS we view it, but there is consider- 
able doubt about New York City or New 
York State doing any more flouting of pro- 
hibitory regulations in proportion to popu- 
lation than California, the District of Co- 
lumbia or States and cities of the Middle 
West. .

OST writers have picked on 
Hollywood.

OF FUEL KNOCK IN MOTORS 


American Chemical Society Speake 
er Describes Photographic 
Study of Probiem, 

By the Associated Prem. 
SWAMPSCOTT, Mass., Sept. il« 
—Science has yet to solve the myse 
tery that intrigues every automo< 
bile owner when he hears a fuel 
knock in the engine and wonders 
at the cause. This was the report 


made today by two English scien- 
tists at an internationa! symposium 
of the divisions of gas and fuel 
chemistry of the American Chemil- 
cal Society. 

In an effort to ascertain the 
cause of knocking of motor fuels, 
G. B. Maxwell and R. V. Wheeler 
of.the department of fuel technol- 
ogy. Sheffield University, England, 
made a photographic study of the 
movement of flames simultaneouse- 
ly with measurements of the de- 
velopment of pressure during the 
explosion of the charge in an en- 
gine cylinder.
